settlers and the Boers And the prob- 
lem regarding the black ie not grow 
ing less but becoming stronger with 
the years. British rule hag put a stop 
to tribal wars and British sanitation 
has resulted in longer lives and bet- 
ter living conaitions The biack pop- 
ulation at the present time is five to 
one of the white 

These natives, Mr. Rowell explained, 
are dtveloping a race consciousness. 
They have discovered that their tri 
bal differences are not sv important 
to them as industrial conditions under 
which they are employed. And when 
{t is consiaered that practically the 
whole of labor in South Africa ie 
black, it is to be seen what a problem 
would be created by an industrial 
uprising among the black element. 

Thoughtful people in South Africa 
the epeaker said, hold two views in 
regard the racial question. The 
one held by the most progressive is 
that it can never be hoped to keep 
five sixths of the population and deny 
them the righte of citizenship.\here- 
fore, the iaea is advanced to educate 
the native black to such a point that 
he may shoulder upor himself some 
of the duties in regard to the political 


welfare of the country. The other 
view is that the black man is only 
capable of work and that the right 


for him to vote should be withheld 
The two ideas, Hon. Mr. Rowell said, 
were bound to come in sharp conflict 
sooner or later and on the outcome 
woul depend the future of a great 
country. 

In regard to the Britieh and the 
Boer, the speaker touched upon the 
nationalist movement. This he sald, 
di@ not gain strength until after the 
outbreak of the recent war, and had 
it not been for General Botha and 
General Smutg killing the revolution 
there no telling what might have 
happened. 

The future of South Africa, the 
speaker added, depended almost aole- 
ly on the consolidation of the white 
race.
